It runs into the millions of dollars and 
•wells the coffers of highly organized syndicates, 
w ho reach out across the country and spread their 
nets to catch all w'ho w ant to tak e their fling.

An Echo of the Range 


f ì 


PROMINENT Wyoming citizen, visiting L in­ 


coln recently, spok e optim istically of the im ­ 


proved conditions among cattle men in the range 


country of that state. 
It’s a long story, mates, 


which goes back alm ost two decades. 
But it has 


so m uch in common w ith prevailing conditions. 


The range country was jam m ed w ith cattle in 


19 19 , cattle, which 
still com manded the boom 


prices of the W orld w ar, which had carried beef 


to unprecedented prices. 
And then late in 19 20, 


and to a greater degree in 19 21 prices slashed off 


precipitately. 
The crowning disaster came when 


the Tw elfth Federal Reserve district at Kansas 


City adopted a regulation, under which 
cattle 


paper held by the m em ber bank s no longer was 


subject to rediscount. 


In practical term s the order m eant sim ply that 


the loans made on cattle had to be tak en up. Thou­ 


sands and thousands of head were rushed to the 


m ark ets, again prices tum bled piecipitately, and 
the men w ho had look ed upon them selves as pru­ 
dent, cautious cattlem en, found them selves wiped 
out or heavily in debt. 
The losses sustained as 
a result of being forced to dispose of cattle not 
ready for m ark et in m any instances; losses which 
w ere large because of the drastic fall in prices in 
all cases, have weighed heavily upon the m en who 
built the ranching country or upon their suc­ 
cessors.

ENATOR NORRIS’ ex pressed disgust w ith the 
conditions which had developed w ithin the 
rank s of organized labor echoes the thought that 
has been developing throughout the country. 
“If it were left to the rank and file of the two 
organizations, they would get together. 
I am not 
prepared to say which leader is at fault, but it 
seems to me there is som ething w rong w ith the 
leadership or they would get together.” 
Again the uncanny ability w ith which 
Sam 
Gom pers m anaged to hold the rank s of labor to­ 
gether comes to m ind. 
He was its moving force 
for fifty years, and under him, labor gained tre­ 
m endous advantages. 
Gompers was a reasonable 
and sane m an, who recognized, first of all, that 
no one won w hen industrial w arfare gained the 
upper hand, and that the benefit, the w ork er 
had to work . 
He m ade it his life work to pro­ 
cure better living standards, better wages, and 
better sanitary conditions but his advocacy of 
them did not lead him into foolish blunders and 
m istak es. 
W hat the rank and file of labor w ants today is 
a united front, and an opportunity to work . 
The 
rank and file is w eary of industrial w arfare which 
has cost them week s and m onths of valuable em ­ 
ploym ent and left them in debt. 
T hat happy so­ 
lution could be reached if the w arring leaderships 
would leave it to the m en themselves. 


B 
u t w ithin the last year the conditions have 
changed, with some of that old paper, repre­ 
senting obligations incurred as a result of the boom 
of the W orld w ar, which hoisted prices of food 
com modities to record highs, being tak en up and 
the debts discharged. 
“There is money,” this W yoming m an said, 
“w hen you can get $9 .50 for a tw o-year-old steer. 
Conditions in the cattle industry have been good, 
and the people engaged in it are m ak ing profits.” 
The report is one w hich is pleasing to contem ­ 
plate. 
Those who w ere fam iliar w ith w hat hap­ 
pened in 19 21, w hen a deliberate program of de­ 
flation, abrupt, w ithout a cushion, and literally 
unheralded, k nock ed the props out from under 
hundreds of m en who had settled on the range, 
and through the years had become bronzed and 
sturdy in braving the winds, the snows and cold 
and heat, k now full too well w hat that particular 
chapter m eant in hum an suffering. 
It is being liquidated now, although its victims 
for years fought to hoist them selves back to the 
position of sturdy independence w hich character­ 
izes the range country, and some of them suc­ 
ceeded. 
It always has seemed that so m uch un­ 
necessary hardships w as added to the abnorm al 
conditi(3ns in price ranges resulting from European 
dependence upon Am erican agriculture for food 
during four years of war. 
That the prices which 
characterized those closing m onths could not be 
perm anent w as k nown but the gradual return to 
form er levels would have saved thousands from 
ruin. 
U nfortunately that is not the way the eco­ 
nomic system functions.

W hat are the causes of pain in 
the muscles of the neck ?

Dogs are carnivorous and 
their constitutions require meat.

“Don’t forget to dry your dog 
thoroughly after a bath, and k eep 
him on the move for a w hile and 
out of draughts. 
This to stim u­ 
late his circulation and to k eep 
him from catching cold. Don’t ex ­ 
ercise puppies in places w here 
they can pick up such foreign 
substances as m arbles, nails, fish­ 
hook s, glass, etc.’’

of no right to neutrality from the 
standpoint of pure morality. 
If 
you believe in 
defending 
your 
own country’s security by force 
of arms if need be, 
the 
Golden 
Rule impels you to help defend 
another 
country’s 
security 
by 
force of arms. 
('ites Rea.sons. 
“Pure morality cannot always 
lie applied to social relationships, 
however, and I am able to cite 
no less than eight reasons of a 
practical nature why we ought not 
to send troops to Europe. 
“First, the clear good of limit­ 
ing the area of 
so 
terrible a 
scourge as war in case no great 
principle is sacrificed to do so. 
“Second, our 
great 
distance 
from the st'cne of action. 
“Third, our lack of fitness for 
foreign political 
re.sponsibilities 
which would ensue on interven­ 
tion. 
“Fourth, the peril of war-born 
dictatorship at home. 
“Fifth, the value of k eeping an 
island of relative emotional de­ 
tachment in a sea of strife. 
“Sixth, the small stak e of the 
underprivileged third of our peo­ 
ple in a foreign war. 
“Seventh, the fact 
that 
the 
Allies need material rather than 
men. 
“Eighth, the dim prospect for 
a good {leacc, however the war 
ends.”

As the B a sin — So the W o rld, 
“For as goes Eastern Asia and 
the Pacific Basin in the years yet 
u nborn, so to a great extent, will 
go the world.” 
Tu rning to his field of special 
interest, Japan, Dr. Axling said; 
“W hether we like it or not 
Japan is destined to play a major 
role in shaping the fu tu re of this 
fast emerging Eastern World and 
this New Pacific era.
